Introduction 

The Jeh (also known as Die or Yeh) are a 
people whose traditional home is northern Kontum Province 
in the central highlands of South Vietnam about 100 kilo- 
meters north of Kontum City along the Laotian-Viet- 
nam border. They number more than 10,000 and speak a 
Mon-Khmer (Cambodian- like) language. The dialect reflected 
in this book is the more southern dialect centered around 
the village of Plei Bom. 
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
